[4,5]pyridine is administered in a liquid form and wherein said liquid dosage form 
is selected from the group consisting or aqueous solutions, alcohol solutions, 
emulsions, suspensions, and suspensions reconstituted from non-effervescent and 
effervescent preparations and suspensions in pharmaceutically acceptable fats or 
oils.
